This semester we want to improve our service to you by having a more active role in the process 
involving student rights. In our 1999-2000 KPI survey, an initiative created by the Government 
of Ontario to find out the level of student satisfaction in its’ colleges, 33% of you stated that you 
are looking for more involvement from the CSI in academic matters. We have met with college 
administrators to review some of the policies and procedures that exist within our college. 

The most important step that we have taken, however, is getting directly involved with students 
who feel they have not been treated fairly by the institution or who feel that their rights have been 
violated. This could include, but is not limited to: 


• Disputes over final grade 

• Harassment by college staff 

• Discrimination by college staff 

• Too many cancelled classes 

• Marking biases 


To expedite this process, we created a Student Compliant Form. The purpose of this form is to 
give our students the opportunity to voice their concerns to a member of the CSI Academic Sub- 
Committee, not someone who is employed by the college. All information that is disclosed on 
the form will be kept in strict confidence. 

These forms are available in the CSI office, which is located in The Sanctuary beside the 
Blueroom cafeteria. Regular office hours are 9:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday to Thursday and 
from 9:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. on Friday.
